The Iron Mountain fast train, No. 68, soutn - 
bound, that left St. Louis at 8:20 o’clock Sat - 
urday night, was wrecked at Leeper, Mo., a 
lumber station eight miles below Piedmont, 
at 1:07 o’clock yesterday morning. The bag- 
gageand express cars, two chair cars and 
three sleepers were thrown off the track. 
The passengers were jumbled about and 
given a good shaking up, and very few es- 
ea ped without a bruise or a concussion.

NOT SERIOUSLY INJURED. 

With the exception of Miss Lizzie O’Con- 
nell and her brother Patrick, who 
are from County Clare, Ireland, en route to 
McKinney, Tex., none of the injured are 
seriously hurt. There was a great deal of 
. and excitement and sever- 
‘al ludicrous incidents. One old lady 
who was taken from the wreck with a broken 
arm, did not bother herself about her in- 
juries, but wanted toknow about her bangs 
and proceeded back to the sleeper to arrange 


her hair. 

When the train had been brought toa 
standstill one chair and a baggage car were 
found to be turned over. The express car had 
apair of trucks off the track, one chair 
car was across the track and the three sleep- 
were off the track, but standing 
in good shape and not damaged. One 
of the chair cars was so badly injured that 
it will be good for nothing but kindling and 
old iron. How the passengers escaped being 
killed outright Is a mystery. 

Train 65 was following directly behind the 
wrecked train and the wounded were 
placed. on board and carried back 
to Piedmont, where they were conveyed 
to the Commercial Hotel and the rallroad

Identity of a Young Woman Whe At- 
tempted to Commit Suicide.

He Expresses a Desire to Meet the Gov- 
ern>r—Gpv.

Sam Wilson, the seven-to-one-shot train 
robber, will de taken to Union, the county 
seat of Franklin County, to-nightor to-mor- 
row morning. 

Wilson, since his confinement inthe hold- 
over, has been the recipient of many calls 
from prominent people. This morning a 
PosT-DisPaTCH reporter interviewed him in 
his cell. 

Ars you going to plead guilty?’’ asked 
the reporter. 

‘*Yes,I think that is the wisest course 
lett. I may, however, turn State’s evidence 
against the other six that Lally and Gov. 
Stone saw. 

Did you see the Governor on the train?“ 

„No, 1didn’t see anybody. One fellow 
poked his head out of the window—it may

I just went on about my business and 
the Governor attended to his.’’ 

„Where was Lon Stephens?“ 

Woll, I heard that a number of ladies in 
the parlor car were holding the Treasurer 
back. After the shots were fired you could 
have shelled thetrain from the smoker to 
the sleeper, and unless the shots had gone 
under the seats you would not have hurta 
soul.“ 

Has the Governor called yet?“ 

No, but I am expecting him and think 
that itis his duty to do so, IfI had known 
he was on the train I should certainly have 
called on him and he ought not to feel hurt 
over a small matter like my overlooking the 
duty every good citizen owes to the Gov- 
ernor.

WRITES HIS OWN STORY. 


Train Rebber Wilson’s Graphic Account 
of His Daring Deed. 

The following story of the robbery was 
written by Wilson in his cell to-day. 

I will endeavor to give you a complete story 
of the Missouri Pacific train robbery from de- 
ginning to end. It was as follows: I came to 
St. Louis on or about April 14 last, seeking 
employment of some kind. I had no money 
except $10 which my father had sent me from 
Lebanon, Mo. Itried to getaclerical posi- 
tion of some kind as I had done 
no labor work for some time, ‘but 


failing to do this I wentto work at the Mis- 
sour! car shops, 2800 DeKalb street, and 
worked there seven days. Then I tried 
oe a position up town, but was not success- 
ul went do Lemp’s Brewery and worked 
in the bottling department fourteen and 
one-half days. I was paid off on Saturday, 
May 20. On Sunday I went to Spring Park 
and remained until Monday, leaving my grip 
and box at a saloon and boarding house, 

I wrote my wife and fathera letter telling 
them I would be home soon if nothing hap- 
pened. This was mailed at Webster Groves 
on the same day that I started for St. Louis 
to purchase dynamite and pistols for the 
purpose of robbing the train. I tried ta buy 
dynamite at Meacham’s. put they told me 
that they did not kes it in stock, but 
would get some, 1 debated all day 
on what road I would hold up the train, 
At first I thought of doing it on the Mobile & 
Ohio, but did not like the idea of crossing 
the river, Ithen decidedon holding up the 
Pacific just west of Pacific. I. then 
went to the Union Depot and 
bought a railroad ticket to Spring Park and 
stopped at a boarding-housethatnight. The 
next morning, the 23d, Ireturned to St. Louis 
to get the aynamite I had ordered on Mon- 
day. Icalled at Meacham's about II o’clock, 
but the dynamite had not come in yet. I 
then left and went to Forepaugh’s circus, 
remained there until 8 o’clock and returned 
to Meacham’s for the dynamite, which 
was ready for me. 1 then went to 
McLean’s gun store and purchased a 88- 
caliber American revolver, double action 
for $1.45. Ithen returned to Meacham’s sad 
bought another one for $1.50. 1 also pur- 
chased one box of blank cartridges, which I 
was going totake home to fire off around the 
house. Ihad everything I wanted, and took 
a street car for Vandeventer avenue station 
and bought a ticket for Kirkwood and walked 
out to Spring Park. I took supper at the 
boarding-house and went to a saloon where I 
had left my grip and a box. I bought a pint 
of whisky and told the barkeeper I was going 
to St. Louis, but started for Pacific. When 
I reached Valley Park I wastired. I stoppe 
about a mile west of Valley Park where the 
was a lot of ties burning. I knew how to use 
dynamite, but did not know how to hold u 
a train with it, so tried a stic 
and found it workea all right. 

I stayed near the fire all night and started 
for Eureka in the morning: I ate dinner at 
the first station east of Pacific. 

When I reached the pump- house a mile east 
of Pacific I left the track and took to the 
woods north of the Pacific track where 
I remained until late that evening. going 
from there through the woods around to the 
north of Pacific, coming to the Missouri Pa- 
eine track again about one and haif mile 
west. I went west a half mile and 
changed my clothes, pulling. on an old suit 
that Iintended to burn after I had robbed 
the train. I put my valise near the track 
where I could find it. I thonght it must 
be near train time and started for Pacific, 
getting there fifteen minutes before train 
time. I then procured some matches ata 
saloon across the way from the depot. I 
caught the tram and climbed between the 
mail- car and the tender. There was a tramp 
on the train, and after I had arranged my 
mask I took hold of him anda asked 8 if he 
was in it. At first he said ‘Yes.’ shook 
him the second time and banded him a gun, 
telling him tocomeon. ‘Whatare you going 
to do?’ said he. Itold him I was going to 
hold up the train and he laughed and said: 
“No, I'm notin it.’ ‘This was the last I saw 
of him. i crawiea over the tender. The fre- 
man was Dreaking coal with a pick. The 
coal commenced to roll Gown and when he

THE SUNKEN VESSEL. 


Little Doubt That It Was the Corsican 
Which Collided With the Corsica. 


DETROIT, Mich. , June 5.—There seems to be 
but little doubt that the schooner sunk in 
collision with the steamer Corsica, ten miles 
south of Thunder Bay Island, Friday morn- 
ing, was the Corsican, owned by Capt. 8. 
B. Grummond of this city. The Oorsican 
should have reached Sheboygan last Satur- 
day, but at a late hour last night Capt. 
Grummond receivedatelegram stating the 
boat had not touched there and nothing 
further has been received here. It seems 
very conclusive to the owner thatthe boat 
and all on board are lost. The Corsican was 
loaded with coal from Cleveland for St. Ig- 
nace. Her.tonnage was 210 grosstons, Capt. 
Edward Berner of thiscity commanded the 
Corsican, and there were, probably, six men 


on board besides him, although their exact 
number and names are n not known, 


OTHER “ACCIDERTS. 
Two freight trainsof the St. Louis, Iron

Red Cut, near Poplar Bluff, Mo,, last night. 
About half a dozen cars were badly wrecked.

CLOSED ITS DOORS. 


Suspension of the Kansas Grain Co. 
at Kansas City. 


THE FAILURE CAUSED MUCH EXCITE. 
ON THE BOARD OF TRADE. 


The Greatest Buyers of Grain From Pro- 
ducérs in the World— The Officers De- 
cline to Make Any Statement—Failure 
of Meadowcroft Bros. at Chicago— 
Other Collapses. 


KANSAS City, June 5.—The Kansas Grain 
Co., which claims to be the greatest buyer of 
grain from producers in the world, has 
failed, H. M. Kirkpatrick, secretary and 
treasurer of the company, nctified the secre- 
tary ofthe Board of Trade at 12:30 o’clock 
that the company was unable to 
meet its contracts. When the 
announcement of the suspension 
was made on the board it caused great ex- 
citement. The main offices ofthe company 
are located in this city and at Hutchinson, 
Kah, The President of the concern, T. J. 
Templer, is in charge of the Hutchinson offices 
and the officials here decline to make any 
statement ofthe financial condition of the 
company until authorized to do soby Mr. 
Templer. It is presumed, however, that the 
assets and liabilities will each be large. 

The company has elevators in 106 towns 
and cities in Kansas, representing an invest 
ment of $150,000. All of these elevators con 
tain more or less grain. The company was 
incorporated some years ago with a capital 
stock of $50,000. The cause of the failure as 
stated by the officers here is the tight money 
market. Mr. Kirkpatrick says the stringency 
in money prevented the company from 
realizing on its warehouse receipts, which 
were depended upon to meet maturing obil- 
gations. 


GRAND-JURY WILL INVESTIGATE. 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., June 5.—The failures of 
Frank A. Lappen & Co. and the Piankinton 
Bank will be investigated by a Grand - jury. 
The Grand-jury called to Investigate 
the matter of recent fires convened 
late this afternoon, and Judge Wallber 


delivered his charge. He spoke about the 
fires and then read sections of the statutes 
referring tothe obtaining of credit by false 
statements and to the acceptance of depos- 
its when bank officials know that the bank 18 
not in a sound condition. The first section, 
the court intimated, referred to the Lappen 
matter and the other to the Plankinton Bank, 
The. action of Judge Waliber has createda 
sensation.

an Early Date May Restore Confidence 
News and Notes From the Capital. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 5,—It has been 
freely predicted that the President would 
issue to-day his proclamation calling Oon- 
gress together in extra session. The dates 
set for the assembly in the minds of the 
prophets run all the way from July 1to-Oct., 
1. By far the larger part of those who 
discuss the matter favor the 15th of Septem- 
ber or the ist of October. The reason given 
for so early an issuance of the call are many 
and sound. Of late the financial question 
bas taken a position of equal frominence 
witb the tariff. The entire nation is dis- 
turbed. There are plenty of Democrats who 


hold some reform of our money system to 


vo of even more pressing importance .than a 


7 


readjustment of the customs duties. Presi- 
dent Cleveland is said to be one ot them. By 
one wing of the democracy a repeal of the 
Sherman act aod a return to the gold stand- 
ard is demanded. By another the Sherman 
law or something even more free silverish 
will be backed. 

Whatever the outcome of the struggle in 
which Congress is certain to be involved, 
sooner or later, those who are closest to the 
President say that he holds that the party 
can gain nothing by delay in giving his proc- 
la mation to the printers.

GENOA, June 5.—The accident to the North 
German Lloyd steamer Kaiser Wilhelm II. 
turns out to have been very serious and will 
entail a heavy loss to the owners or under- 
writers.

SOUTH AMERICAN JAGUARS. 


Three Varieties of the Fierce Beast Be- 
sides the Ordinary Puma. 


We measured the jaguar—an old male—be- 
fore taking off the skin; 5 feet and 7 inches 
from nose to root of tall; the tall would bring 
the total length to nearly 8 feet. This was a 
good deal above the average, though I have 
seen skins quite 6 feet long, not including the 
tall, writes Herbert H. Stanton in St. Nicholas. 
The body weighed, I suppose, not less than 


300 pounds. This was the variety or species 
called cangussu by the hunters of Matto 
Grosso; on the Amazons it is the uriauara, or 
dog-jag"iar. 

All over South America three kinds of 
jaguars are distinguished; naturalists at 

resent regard them as varieties, but I con- 

ess lam inclined to side with the hunters, 

who laugh atthe idea that these three are 
thesame. The cangussu—the kind Bert had 
shot—is confined to the higher lands, never 
straying over the great swamps of the Ama- 
zons and Paraguay. 
pale tawny, almost white at times, and is 
irregularly covered with small black spots, 
which tend to run into stripes along the 
back. Besides having longer legs and tail, 
it is altogether a more slender animal 
than the onca pintada, called by the Ama- 
zonian Indians youarete-pacora-soror or 
**jaguar ofthe wild plantain,’’ because it 
frequents swampy places where that plant 
grows. This is the common jaguar of the 
great river-plains, though also seen occa- 
sionally on the highitands. it has a deep 
tawny coat, with large black spots so ar- 
ranged that they form little circles or 
**roses’’ on the sides, but sometimes run into 
stripes on the back. The onca pintada often 
attacks alligators and turties, and it lives 
largely on fish. There is a curious story 
about the jaguar’s fishing, which many trav- 
elers have told, though most discredit it. 
I have heard it from reliable woods- 
men, who say they have watched 
the whole performance, and, for my- 
self, I can see nothing incredible in 
it. The jaguar, it is said,lies on a projecting 
log and strikes the water gently with its tall; 
certain fruit-eating fish, as the pacu, come, 
to the sound, imagining thata fruit has 
dropped into the water, and the jaguar 
scoops them out with his paw. That these 
fish follow sound I know for I have often 
caught pacus with a palm nut bait, dropping 
it gently on the surface of the water two or 
three times; the fish, attracted by the nose, 
soon 1 and even leap after the fruit as 
trout ner to a fly. This is the comnifdn 
method of pacu-fishing on the Parguay, and 
very good sport it is. 

The oncas pintadas swim weil, as I can 
attest. I have seen one swimming across the 
River Cuyaba where it is a quarter of a mile 
broad. It is said that they cross even the 
Paraguay and Amazons. 

The third variety or species is the black 
„tiger,“ very rare on the Matto Grosso high- 
lands, but common in the ‘Amazonian and 
Orinoco forests. This is the largest and 
fiercest ofall. At first sight the skin appears

THE PENSION LISTS. 


One of the resolutions adopted by La- 
fayette Post of the G. A. R. and approved 
for publication by its department officers 
was the following: 

Resolved, that it is the opinion of this post 
that the members of our order could render 
useful and active assistance in exposing 
frauds upon the pension list—if such existed 
—if printed copies of the existing list (or as 
much thereof as would show the pens r’s 
name, residence and service, giving regi- 


~ _— — 
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ment in which the service is alleged and basis 


of pension, together with a reference to the 
law under which pension is granted) should 
be sept to the. Assistant Adjutant-Generals of 
the G. A. R., furnishing the 4. A. G. of each 
department a number of such lists, bearing 
the names only of the pensioners resicing in 
that department Of State, equal to the number 
of posts in such. department, such lists to be 
distributed, one to each post in such depart- 
ment, with instructions to report to the said 
A. A. G. immediately upon ascertaining of 
the facts, and in every instance where, upon 
investigation by the post or its members, a 
fraudulent case may be found, such report to 
be forthwith transmitted by the said A. A. G. 
to the Commissioner of Pensions or other 
designated officer'of the Government whose 
duty it is to adjudicate pension claims. 

This resolution is in line with the work 


of publishing the pension lists, inaug- 
urated yesterday by the SUNDAY PosT- 
DISPATCH. It contains a vigorous in- 
dorsement of our suggestion of the vala- 
able service the old soldiers can render in 
the reform of pension abuses and the 


aurging of the pension rolls of all un- 


worthy pensioners. But the publication 
of the lists is a better plan of securing this 
end than the plan of privately circulating 
them among the posts. By the newspaper 
publication of them both the general pub- 
lic and the veterans are afforded full 
knowledge of the facts. It turns the 
search-light upon the rolls and renders it 
impossible to conceal the wrongs and 
frauds that may exist in the pension sys- 
tem. 

A significant feature of the St. Louis list, 
bearing on the enormous increase of pen- 
sion burdens, is the vast number of pen- 
sioners added to the rolls since the adop- 
tion of the dependent pension law in 1890. 
Three times as many pensions have been 
issued within three years under that law 
for disabilities incurred after the war as 
under previous laws for disabilities in- 
curred in the service. The listis full of 
interesting information with regard to the 
men who aredrawing pensions, and the 
grounds upon which their pensions were 
granted. Some surprising revelations may 
be found in the roster. 

But in order to reap the full benefit of 
the object embodied in this plan of 
publication there must be co-operation, and 
especially among the veterans. The lists 
should be scrutinized and all evidence of 
fraud made known to the Pension Depart- 
ment. The Grand Army posts may in this 
way do noble work, as urged by Lafayette 
Post, to the end that any unworthy per- 
son may be speedily exposed and punished 
and that the worthy may be publicly 
exonerated.’’ 
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OUZ MILITARY ESTABLISHMENT. 


There is a large amount of cant current 
inthis country about the heavy burden 
borne by the nations of Europe in the huge 
military establishments maintained as 
„guarantees of peace. In much of what 
is written it is assumed that the cost of 
keeping up these armaments would 
astonish free Americans and drive them to 
revolt. This American opinion was well 
expressed by a banker of New York who 
tried to explain why so many Italians 
came to this country. The immigration is 
caused by ‘‘the Italian Government, 
which takes all the poor pgople’s money 
to build fortifications, and the remittances 
sent to Italy by the emigrants for their 
families, showing what a prosperous 
country the Fenin live in. That's 
what brings them here. 

Now, as a matter of fact, the costliest 
military establishment in Europe, that of 
Russia, costa no more annually than it 
costs the United States to pay for the 
patriotism which savéd the Union thirty 
years ago and whith was then thought to 
be an unpurchasable commodity. The 
pension expense on the present footing 
amounts to not much leds than $200 , 000, 000 
a year. This pays all Russia's military 
expenses. France pays 5140, 000, 000 a year 
and Germany 5112, 000,000 for their war 
machines, or considerably less than we 
pay for pensions, while Austria and Italy 
expend considerably less than one-half. 

We have been informed that this is a 
billion-dollar country, and can stand such 
a drain: But it will be observed that the

AN INCONSISTENT PZOPLE, 


The latest utterances of the opponents 
of Home Rule are singularly un-English 
and betray a curious misunderstanding of 
the spirit of English liberty. 

It is said that the Lords will never give 
way to Home Rule, because they are not ill- 
advised as they were in 1832, when they set 
themselves against the wishes of the peo- 
ple and yielded only in time to save the 
kingdom from revolution. In the present 
case it is contended the people are clearly 
against Home Rule. The English send a 
majority of 71 against the project, and the 
Lords, having the people behind them, 
will never give up. Public opinion 
in England is overwhélmingly in favor of 
the present system and opposes anything 
like separation. 

This is all true, but the Irish people and 
their wishes are ignored. According to 
this Tory authority local self-government 
is a blessing to be enjoyed by the English 
alone, and the Irish are impudent when 
they ask a share of the blessing. The 
English will continue to rule, or misrule, 
in Ireland. This view, of course, cannot 
be entertained by any who are really in 
sympathy with popular government or 
human rights. It assumes for the English 
majority a divine right to govern wrong if 
only the governed are so unlucky as to be 
a subject people. 

It is not a little strange that doctrines so 
opposed to the ideas which have always 
been ogtensibly held as primary political 
principles by free people should be so 
earnestly and sincerely advocated by a re- 
spectable party. But the Tories seem to 
be unable to see that ‘‘England for the 
English’’ logically leads to ‘‘Ireland for 
the Irish. 


Ir old man Wilson gets the reward of- 
fered for his son’s capture the object of the 
foolish young robber’s crime will in part 
be accomplished.

A Contest With Greed. 
From the Ottawa Journal. 

New York City is having a little battle of 
its own on the street-railway perceptaga 
question. The Jay Gould heirs, who with 
their father’s estate come Into the control of 
the most valuable elevated railway and other 
rapid-transit franchises in New York, desire 
to extend their lines in ways that would add 
enormously to their revenue. The city 
Rapid Transit Commissioners demand in re- 
turn first that the company shall also make 
certain extensions and improvements needed 
in the public interest, but not immediately 
profitable to the monopoly, and second, that 
it shall pay to the city whose streets it is 
using for its enrichment a reasonable per- 
centage of its gross earnings. The Gould 
people object. ‘*Their refusal,’’ remarks the 
New York WORLD, is probably based upon 
the conviction that by holding out they will 
get what they want on their own terms.“

over $10,000—and that from this source can 
be raised revenue enough to supply any de- 
ficiency that may result froma new adjust- 
ment of the tariff. We can discover no ob- 
jection to the proposition that does not 
apply toother forms of taxation, while it 
possesses merits which on other form has, It 
is equitable; it falls upon those most able to 
bear it and who feqguire most Government 
protection. 


Immigration andthe Law. 
From the Philadelphia Recerd. 

There is no slackening in the tide of immi- 
gration flowing hitherward from Europe. 
Satistics that have been compiled indicate 
that about 75,000 immigrants have landed in’ 
this country during the month of May. Last 
year the total for the month was 67,800. A 
consijerable percentage ofimmigation at the 
present time is composed of Italian laborers, 
against whom foreign contract labor statuets 
and such like devices of exclusion seem en- 
tirely powerless.

Tothe Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

It is unfortunate that the discussion of 
Sunday closing at the World’s Fair has 
drifted largely intothe general question of 
Sunday observance. Thatis only indirectly 
the question; yet one now taking up the 


newspapers for the first time would suppose 
the main issue wasthe right and wrong of 
opening the Fair on Sunday, irrespective of 
the question before the court—the condition 
under which money was granted by Con- 
gress. 

Let us look at this condition: 

It is hereby made the duty of the World's 
Columbian Commission, created by act of 
Congress April 25, 1890, to make such rules, or 
modification of rules, of said corporation’ as 
shall require the closing of the Exposition on 
the first day of the week, commonly called 
Sunday. 

I submit to every fair minded reader that 
the primary question involved in this matter 
is one of good faith between man and man, 
Even if the Sunday-openers win their case, 
the moral obligation will be in no way affect. 
ed thereby. Such a result will merely show 
that, relying on the honesty of the pneti- 
tioners, Congress failed to so hedge the mat- 
ter about that legal acumen could find no 
loop-hole. Ordinarily a verdict or decision 
inany case means merely the law,in the 
opinion of the judge or jury. The moral 
phase is in no ner passed — — 

The question whether the Voria's Fair cor- 
poration is acting honorably is best answered 
by another question: Would Congress have 
voted the grant it the corporation 
had stated at the time that they in- 
tended to invoke the law to force 
open the Fairon Sunday? To ask this ques- 
tion is to answer it. Even if the money were 
refunded to the Government the dishonor of 
the World's Fair corporation would de in no 
way lessened. 

The struggle for Sunday opening is merely 
a scramble for shekels. All this talk from the 
directors about the right of laboring men to 
see the Fair on Sunday decelves no one, 
Everybody Knows that if the directors be- 
lieved Sunday opening meant loss of money 
rather than gain, we should pever have 
heard a word about the terrible oppression of 
closing the gates on Sunday. The marvel is 
that the tolling masses everywhere Go not 
see that Sunday observance laws are their 
strongest bulwark against the encroach- 
ments of corporate and capitalistic greed, 
and that their best friend is the man who 
seeks to preserve unimpaired thefirst 5 of 
the week as a @ay of rest.

Briggs a Successor to the Frophets of 

Oden Times—According to Abbott the 
Bible Is Not the True Word of God-—A 
Challenge to Bible Studen's—Re- 
ligious. x 


New York, Junei.—Rev. Dr. Lyman Ad. 
bott, in hissermon on the Briggs tase yes- 
terday at Plymouth Onurch, Brooklyn, en- 
deavored to prove that Dr. Briggs and not 
the General Assembly, during the last two 
years, had defended the true christian faith; 
that it was not Dr. Briggs that was hereti- 
cal, but that the stand taken by the 
Assembly was one which was the result of 
infidelity, 

Dr. Abbott spoke of the battle which has 
gone on from the days of Moses down tothe 
present between the ecclesiastic and the 
prophet;theone maintaining that the inst!- 
tution is the essential thing and the other 
that the indtvidual personal life was the 
essential thing and there could be no relig- 
ious institution without it. 

He exclaimed: ‘‘Heretic? What is heresy? 
For one thing it ig to declare that God is not 
the father of all mankind and leaves no door 
ofaccess to himself save the one door of 
a written word that was not completed till 
the human race bad longed and cried and 
prayed for their father for two thousand 


years. In your name and in the name of all 


that believe in the living God, dwelling in 
the hearts of his children to-day, I thank this 
prophet, successor to tbe prophets of olden 
times, that in these two years of cruel trial 
he has never receded from his one position, 
never used words in a double sense, never 
retracted his one assertion, but has stood 
firmly and faithfully against persuasion on 
the one hand.and attack on the other, for 
this fundamental principle—that God is in the 
heart of the individualand in the heart of 
his church, as revealed in the pages of the 
Bible, 

„The Bible is not the word of God. Ana, 
repeating almost the words, and certainly 
the sentiment, of Dr. Nlorton, who lectured 
last year before the students of the Union 
Theological Seminary, I charge any man who 
calls the Bible the word of God to find that 
phrase, ‘The word of God,’ ever employed in 
the Bible to designate the Bible, or even 
employed in one part of the Bible to desig-
